Why  Auburn  Should  Have 
Southern  Championship. 

In  a  recent  edition  of  the  At- 
lanta journal  Mr.  Henry  Thornton, 
of  Atlanta,  ceded  the  Southern 
Foot-ball  Champion- hip  to  Sewa- 
nee  and  North  Carolina,  but  in 
course  of  his  remarks  made  the 
statement  that  if  Auburn  hud 
played  either  North  Carolina  or 
Sewanee,  the  victor  of  that  game 
would  have  been  the  championship 
team.  Still  he. -gave  Auburn  third 
place,  which  would  seem  impossi- 
ble according  to  the  above  .state- 
ment. 

Why  he  did  not  put  Auburn  on 
the  same  footing  with  Sewanee  and 
Carolina  we  cannot  understand. 

Every  one  who  has  seen  Auburn, 
Sewanee  and  North  Carolina  play, 
makes  the  same  statement,  that  is, 
that  Auburti  is  by  far  the  best  team 
of  the  three. 

Mr.  Thornton  al  o  stated  that 
Auburn  could  easily  score  iliree 
times  dn  any  team  in  the-  South," 
which  would  infer  that  Auburn  i* 


the  best  offensive  team  in  the 
South.  We  were  handicapped  in 
Atlanta  by  the  fact  that  Georgia 
did- not  have  the  hall  in  her  posses- 
sion, enough  fo-  /  .burn  to  demon- 
strate her  st.or;*  .'-fe-nsive  work. 
As  for  C^rns  n  l  is  needless  to 
state  t'.iat  her  work  is  by  far  infe 
rior  to  that  of  Auburn.  Both  the 
Georgia  players  and  the  Alabama 
eleven  back  up  this  statement. 

As  we  did  net  play  Either  North 
Carolina,  SeVaiiec,  or  Clemson, 
the  only  satisfactory  w  .y  of  decid- 
ing the  championship  ;a  U>  refer  to 
the  scores  made  by  etch  tcaTi 
against  the  same  teams  played,  enf 
which  as  you  will  eee  below,  ?ive  • 
the  Championship  to  Auburn  ly  e 
large  majority. 

To  prove  Sewanee's  v -y^-ity 
over  North  Carolina.  W3  vr.ke  tiie 
University  ot  Virginia  framo,  in 
which  the  latter  scored  17  points 
against  each  team,  but  Sewanee 
managed  to  score  5  points  on  Vir- 
ginia. Since  Sewanee  and  North 
Carolina  played  a  tie  game,  the 
Virgina  game  proves  Sewanee 
J  stronger  than  North  Carolina.

As  to  Auburn  and  Sewanee  I 
will  first  take  the  games  played 
with  the  University  of  Nashville,  in 
which  Auburn  defeated  the  latter 
by  a  score  of  28  to  o ;  Sewanee  de- 
feated them  by  the  small  score  of 
12  to  o. 


•  The  next  game  is  that  in  which 
Sewanee  defeated  Yanderbik  by  a 
narrow  margin  of  11  to  10.  Van- 
derbilt  in  turn  defeated  -the  Uni- 
versity of  Mississippi  by  5  to  o. 
Next  the  University  of  Mississippi 
met  defeat  at  the  hands  ot  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama  by  the  score  of 
1 1.  to  6.  ■  These  scores  put  Vander- 
bilt  and  the  University  of  Alabama 
on  the  same  level.  Alabama's 
crushing  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
Auburn,  to  the  sweet  tune  ot  53  to 
5,  easily  gives  Auburn  a  margin  of 
about  30  to  o  over  Sewanee. 

The  final  and  deciding  gam;  re- 
ferred to  is  that  of  Sewanee  vs. 
Georgia,  in  which  the  latter  was 
defeated  by  a  score  of  22  to  5.  It 
is  a  well  known  fact  that  Georgia 
always  plays  her  hardest  and  fierc- 
est game  against  Auburn,  but  nev- 
ertheless Auburn  rdministered  a 
defeat  of  44  to  o  to  Georgia. 

From  the  above  scores  it  may  be 
readily  seen  that  Auburn  is  the  vic- 
tor over  Sewanee,  and  they  would 
not  stand  as  much  chance  of  win 
ning  in  a  game  with    Auburn,  as 


the  Techs,   with  North  Carolina. 

Auburn  further  proved  her  su- 
periority over  North  Carolina  by 
defeating  the  University  of  Ten- 
nessee by  a  score  of  23  to  o,  in  two 
twenty-live-minute  halves,  against 
North  Carolina's  22  to  Some 
may  refer  to  the  game  between 
North  Carolina  and  Georgia,  iu 
which  the  former  defeated  the  lat- 
ter by  a  score  of  55  to  o,  and  thus 
endeavor  to  prove  North  Caroli- 
na's superiority.  But  we  have  au- 
thorative  information  that  the 
University  of  Georgia  team  was  in 
no  physical  condition  to  play  this 
game  and  in  fact  did  not  try  to 
stop  the  rushes  of  their  opponents, 
but  only  played  the  game  to  fulfill 
their  contract  tor  the  game  and  for 
financial  reasons. 

That  Auburn  should  have  the 
championship  can  not  be  disputed, 
and  we  think  that  if  Mr.  Thornton 
had  looked  into  the  score  problem 
more  closely  he  would  have  given 
the  Championship  of  the  South  to, 
the  deserving  team,  which  is,  with- 
out doubt,  that  of  Auburn.

WHY  WE  DIDN'T  PLAY  SE 
WANEE,  CLEMSON  OR 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

It  is  a  fact  to  be  regretted  that 
Auburn  did  not  meet  Sewanee  this 
season,  but  as  Sewanee  declined  to 
give  us  a  eame  it  cannot  be  helped. 
We  challenged  them  several  dis- 
tinct times.  There  is  only  one 
reasonable  explanation  of  their  con- 
duct and  that  is,  that  they  were 
afraid  of  being  defeated.  This 
would  surely  have  happened  if 
they  had  met  us. 

It  is  true  that  Clemson  tried  to 
get.  a  game  with  us  but  their  appli- 
cation was  Teceived  at  such  a  time 
that  it  was  impossible  to  schedule  a 
game  with  them.  Later,  when  we 
were  in  a  position  to  play  them 
they  could  not  arrange  to  meet  us, 
at  least  on  such  a  date  that  we 
could  fill.  As  to  playing  Clemson 
on  December  8th.  Well,  in  the 
first  place  we  had  no  faculty  per 
mission  .  Moreover,  "  we  have 
proven  to  the  public  that  Clemson's 
was  not  equal  to  our  team,  and  we 
are  not  in  tbe  habit  of  prolonging 
our  season  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
games  to  weaker  teams,  where 
there  is  nothing  to  be  gained  by 
defeating  them.    If  Clemson  had 


beaten  Georgia  something  like  44 

to  o,  or  the  University  of  Alabama 
53  t0  5>  playing' the  latter  twenty- 
five  minute  halves.vwe  might  have 
considered  a  game  with  them,  but 
under  the  existing  circumstances 
there  would  have  been  nothing 
gained  by  defeating  Clemson,  ex- 
cept the  result  of  further  clipping 
the  wings  of  Mr.  Heisman,  our 
former  coach,  but  as  we  have  al- 
ready clearly  outclassed  his  tearr, 
we  are  satisfied. 

As  for  North  Carolina,  we  have 
nothing  much  to  say  except  that 
rftered  them  expeii«.^to  corne 
to  Auburn  and  play  us  on  Novem- 
ber 7th,  but  their  schedule  of  games 
made  it  impossible. 

PARK  IS  CAPTAIN  FOR  NEXT 
SEASON. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  old  Varsity 
foot-ball  team,  held  in  the  chapel 
on  Tuesday,  December  nth.  H. 
13.  Park  was  elected  captain  of  the 
team  for  next  fall.  "Preacher" 
has  been  a  steady  and  conscientious 
player  for  the  last  three  seasons, 
and  we  are  certain  that  with  his 
superior  knowledge  of  the  game 
and  his  great  love  for  the  sport  he

Auburn  has  been  selected  by  the 
State  committee  as  the  place  .to 
hold  the  next  Convention  ot  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion of  Alabama.

NokW,  Mr.  Nixon  was  not 
electees  manager  of  the  team 
until  Se'ptejftber  17th,  at  the  first 
meeting  of  t^.is  session  of  the 
Athletic  Advisory  Board.  Mr.  W. 
J.  Cameron  had  been  elected  at  the 
proper  time  as  manager,  but  when 
Mr.  Cameron  failed  to  return  to 
college,  another  man  who  would 
necessarily  be  handicapped  by  hav- 
ing to  take  charge  so  late,  had  to 
be  elected.  This  man  was  Mr. 
Nixon.  As  soon  as  he  was  elected 
Mr.  Nixon  went  to  work  to  perfect 
the  plans  for  the  season,  and  all  of 
us  who  know  anything  about  the 
management,  know  that  the  team 
was  managed  ably  and  succes>fully. 

We  would  like  to  say  something 
about  the  games  we  didn't  play  : 
At  another  place  111  this  page  will 
'be 'found  statements  about  our  po- 
sition in  regard  to  Sewanee  and 
Clemson,  and  it  will  be  clearly 
seen  by  them  that  circumstances 
which  determined  whether  .there 
would  be  game  or  no  game,  were 
entirely  beyond  our  manager's 
reach.  North  Carolina  was  chal- 
lenged through  Coach  Watkins  for 
a  game  to  be  played  on  November 
7th,  but  they  refused  to  play  us, 
and  an  attempt  was  made  to  ar- 
range a  game  with  Virginia,  but 
as  the  teams  were  such  a  great  dis- 
tance apart  and  neither  team  had 
games  near  the  other's  college,  the 
game  would  have  resulted  disas- 
trously'to  both,  financially. 

The  management  of  the  team  for 
this  year  has  been  more  than  satis- 
factory, especially  after  consider- 
ing the  disadvantages^uuider  which

Thanksgiving  Debate. 

On  Saturday  evening.  Decern- 
ber  1st,  the  annual  debate  between 
the  Websterian  and  Wirt  Literary 
Societies  took  place  in  Langdon 
Hall.  The  subject  for  debate  was, 
"Resolved,  That  the  right  of  suf- 
frage should  depend  upon  educa- 
tional and  property  qualifications." 
The  Wirt  Society,  represented  by 
Messrs.  Conner  and  Lindrose,  up- 
held the  affirmative  ;  while  the  Web- 
sterian Society,  with  Messrs.  J.  O. 
Webb  and  J.  T.  Letcher  as  its  rep- 
resentatives, defended  the  nega- 
tive. The  debate  was  very  inte- 
resting throughout,  and  at  its  close 
the  audience  were  firmly  convinc- 
ed that  there  was  more  than  one 
side  to  this  important  question. 

Many  strong  points  were  scored 
by  both  sides.  The  Wirts  argued 
that  the  right  of  suffrage  was  a 
privilege  to  be  granted  to  those 
most  likely  to  use  it  for  the  public 


welfare.  An  educational  qualifi- 
cation, they  claimed,  would  make 
a  more  intelligent  class  of  voters 
and  exclude  those  classes  most  sus- 
ceptible to  bribery;  11  property 
qualification  would  insure  ihe  di- 
rection of  governmental  uffjirs  by 
men  of  industry  and  business 
training — men  who  would  be  able 
to  administer  affairs  efficiently  and 
economically  and  thus  prevent  the 
extravagance,  inefficiency  and  cor- 
ruption so  common  in  American 
politics. 

The  Websterttvr,«,  o-n  trie  otner 
hand,  claimed,  .  that  unre 
stricted  suffrage  was  in  keeping 
with  democratic  institutions.  They 
stated  that  the  property-owning 
Classes  were  indifferent  to  the  du- 
ties devolving  upon  them  as  citi- 
zens.; and  very  often,  as  111  the 
case  of  monopolies  and  trusts,  the 
property  of  rich  citizens  was  used 
to  bribe  cur  state  and  national  law- 
makers.

Feeling  the  need  of  an  interest- 
ing sport  to  fill  in  the  breach  be- 
tween foot-ball  and  base-ball,  we 
have  begun  basket-ball.  Basket- 
ball is  strictly  an  American  game, 
and  is  the  most  popular  sport  in 
the  United  States,  considering  the 
fact  that  it  is  only  eight  y.ears 
old.
